Plans for merger of Griesedieck 
Western Brewery Co., which pro- 
duces Stag beer in’ Belleville, and 
Hyde Park Breweries Association, 
Inc., manufacturer of Hyde Park 
beer in St. Louis, were disclosed 
today. 

If the merger is approved by 
directors and stockholders of the 
two companies, Stag beer will con- 


tinue to be produced in the Belle- 
ville brewery and Hyde Park beer

Operators in Many of the com- 
pany’s exchanges in Southern IIli- 
nois were reported to have refused 
to cross picket lines set up by the 
striking men, This ‘either sus- 
pended or curtailed service.

Whereupon he re- 
ported to Ambassador Smith what 
had happened. 


This, according to McDermott, 
was that the Russian customs of- 
ficer “E” had called Dreher on 
the telephone and asked him to 
come to “E’s” office. Dreher had 
known “E” in the Russian port of 
Odessa. In fact, “E” had been the 
Soviet official specifically assigned 
to help him expedite shipments ar- 
riving for the American Embassy. 


Hence, it was said here, Drehcr 
was not surprised to find that “E” 
was calling him in Moscow, and 
he readily agreed to visit his of- 
fice. Dreher evidently had been 
transferred from Odessa back to 
the Soviet capital when his work 
at the port had been completed. 


Dreher had applied for an exit 
visa from Russia about April 16. 
State Department officials believe 
the Soviets at that time decided to 
cook up an espionage case against 
him and put it on ice until some 
future time when they might need 
such an incident for publicity or 
other purposes,

Hundreds of persons swarmed 
to the scene as the fire broke out. 
Police tried to keep them back. 

Just a few minutes before the 
explosion one policeman, pleading 
with the throng to get behind the 
fire lines; yelled, “Get back 
there—that’s dynamite in there!” 

Some scattered, fortunately, as 
the explosive was mentioned. Then 
the blast came. 

Those who heard the warning 
were agreed today that the officer 
was using only a figure of speech 
—‘“that’s dynamite,” referring to 
the fire hazard, 

The poiiceman’s warning was 
well-timed. 

“A few of the timid retreated,” 
said John Sanford, city editor of 
the Reno Gazette. “The _ rest 
pushed closer. There was a roar. 
Smoke, shot through with spurts 
of flame, blanketed a half block 
of Lake street.” 

District Attorney Harold Taber 
said preliminary investigation dis- 
closed no dynamite involved in the 
blast. 

Taber and Reno detectives joined 
the fire department in a continu- 
ing investigation of the explosion 
and fire. Property damage was 
estimated, unofficially, at $100,000 
to $300,000.

The recent shutdown of operations at the Shrewsbury 
Plant of Laclede Gas Light Company by members of Local 
148, International Union of Operating Engineers, A. F. of 
L., has been followed by so many misstatements of the 
alleged issues involved and the spreading of so much false 
information in justification of that irresponsible action that 
the record must be made clear. 


The main issue has been overlooked, which is that, con- 
trary to the position of the City of St. Louis, all public 
reguiatory authorities, the company, and United Gas, Coke 
& Chemical Workers Union, which for many years has 
represented more than a thousand workers of Laclede Gas 
Light Company, Local No. 148 of the Operating Engineers 
has at all times resisted and still opposes the acquisition 
of tke County Gas properties by the Laclede Company. 
For purely selfish motives, the Operating Engineers have 
fought and resisted the logical integration of the County 
Gas properties with the City gas system which was made 
almost mandatory when the North American Company was 
ordered to divest itself of the St. Louis County Gas Com- 
pany under the Public Utilities Holding Company Act. 


When a similar merger occurred several years ago, at 
the time the Laclede Company divested itself of its electric 
properties to the Union Electric Company, this Union lost 
a number of its members to other A. F. of L. organizations 
which represented the employees of Union Electric. In 
recognition of its public responsibility, and bearing in mind 
that its members who were absorbed into the larger Union 
Electric unit could not function efficiently or in their own 
best interests as a minority rump organization in the larger 
group of workers ag it cary similar jobs, this Union raised 
no objection to the logical absorption of its former mem- 
bers into the existing A. F. of L. organizations which then 
had contracts in force with Union Electric Company. Now 
that the situation is reversed, there is a hue and a cry by 
these same A. F. of L. organizations, 


No public mention has been made of the fact that when 
the St. Louis County Gas properties were acquired by 
Laclede in January, 1947, all of the office workers and 
meter readers, who had been represented by other A, F. of 
L. unions, were promptly integrated into the company and 
taken into other Locals of this Union without initiation 
fee and with preservation of their full seniority and job 
rights dating back to the time of their first employment 
by St. Louis County Gas Company. 3 

The integration of all the other workets in the gas 
system into the enlarged Laclede Company is now full and 
complete. It is only in the case of employees represented 
by Operating Engineers, Local 148 that integration and 
rationalization of production and company operations has 
been impeded and resisted, to the detriment of the com- 
munity and to the arent harm of the ultimate best interests 
of all Laclede employees.

The charge has been made that this Union relied on 
the King-Thompson Act. That charge and any suggestion 
that this Union assisted in any way in the alleged threat- 
ened use of that legislation or any of its machinery is a 
calumny on this organization. Not only do we disclaim that 
Act and all of its parts, but Local No. 6 took the initiative 
in establishing the Missouri Utility Workers’ Legislative 
Committee, composed of unions affiliated with the C. I. O., 
the A. F. of L. (including Operating Engineers Local No.

PESSIMISM IS

ERHAPS it’s because of Russia; perhaps because the stock 
market has had another sinking spell. 
bumper wheat, corn and cotton ecrops, or because of a rise in 


ON THE RISE 


Perhaps it’s because of 


| manufacturers’ inventories, or because of the decline in United States 


|exports to the lowest level in nearly two years. 


Perhaps it’s because 


| of all those influences. Anyway, pessimism is on the rise. 


More and more business men 
are saying to themselves and one 
another: “It can’t last. Things are 
too good.” For about 20 months 
now—since December 1946—indus- 
trial output has remained on a 
high postwar plateau. 


Unpleasant Memories. 
The accompanying stability in 
retail sales and employment is 
unbelievable and seems unprece- 


dented. Business men who lived 
through it can’t forget the after- 
math of the first World War. For 
15 months — from July 1919 
through September 1920—produc- 
tion stabilized within a range of 
10 per cent. Then zowie! The 
postwar commodity price collapse! 
Production dropped 26 per cent 
in six months, bankrupting busi- 
ness men and farmers both large 
and small. 

The years 1936-1937 are also a 
sober reminder. For nine months 
production was stable—in a range 
of 4 per cent. Then in September 
1937 the stock .market crashed. 
And in nine months production 
declined more than a third—the 
most breath-taking contraction in 
United States industrial history. 
In five months, steel operations, 
as an instance, went from 85 per 
cent of capacity to less than 20 
per cent. 


Today’s doubts are under- 
standable. Characteristically, 
United States business moves in 
fits and starts. Production rolls, 
catches up with orders, then 
hestitates. Yet that’s no invari- 
able sequence. Consider 1925-27. 
For 30 months, from November 
1925 through April 1928, indus- 
trial production moved steadily, 
monotonously in an 8 per cent 
range. Then production, instead 
of dropping, moved up to new 
all-time peaks into 1928 and 1929. 

An Old, Old Argument. 

The pessimists of the moment 
offer familiar arguments. V-J 
day is now three years old. Re- 
conversion is a finished story. Fac- 
tories have been making refrig- 
erators, washing machines, men’s 
suits, women’s dresses, sheets, fur- 
niture in increasing quantities. In- 
ventories are at an all-time high. 
Many pent-up wants carried over 
from the war have been filled. 
Consumers are going increasingly 
into debt to buy. oday sales of 
department stores on credit are 
back to where they were in 1941 
about 50 per cent. And slumps 
have taken place in luxuries and 
semi-luxuries—furs, radios, amuse- 


Ments (such as night clubs, 
Broadway theater, movies), jew- 
elry, air travel, magazines, comic 
books, books in general. 

Not only that, costs are catching 
up with some companies. True, 
profits during the first six months 
of this year exceeded last year 
by 28 per cent. But 40 per cent 
of the companies (in the compila- 
tion of the National City Bank of 
New York) reported decreases. 
By itself, that would explain the 
wariness of businessmen. When 
two out of five find their. own 
profits are squeezed?well, they sow 
the seeds of their own discontent 
—at lunch, in clubs, and over cock- 
tails, 

Augury of 1920-21? 

Then there’s the crop news. Is 
it bearish or bullish? According 
to Paul S. Willis, president of the 
Grocery Manufacturers of Amer- 
ica, “the end of higher food 
prices is iu sight.” So the wage 
earner’s dollar will stretch far- 
ther. That may well avert a 
fourth round of wage increases 
and end the wage-price-wage spi- 
ral. But it furrows the brow of 
one economist I know. And his 
brow doesn’t furrow easily. 

He asks: “If wheat, corn and 
cotton prices drop, if food prices 
come down, won’t all prices come 
down? And won’t that produce 
a slump as in 1920-21?” ‘ 

He has zomething there—if only 
an analogy. The break in farm 
prices in 1920 ushered in the eco- 
nomic crackup after the last war. 
And his theory is that history 
could readily repeat. Already 
wheat is down 90 cents, corn 70 
cents, and cotton 7 cents from 
their year’s highs. 

But there’s this difference be- 
tween then and now. Last time

Bad Personal Relations. 


The Truman problem with labor 
is, in part, one of bad personal 
relations. The late Sidney Hill- 
man was helpful in nominating 
Truman, and their friendly asso- 
ciation continued until his death, 
but the President never was able 
again to establish a mutually help- 
ful back-door ‘acquaintance with 
a labor leader. 

The President complained they 
always wanted something when 
they came to see him—most peo- 
ple do, unfortunately, when they 
call at the White House. CIO 
President Philip Murray criticized 
the President during a steel dis- 
pute, the President retorted vio- 
lently and then both retired in a 
dudgeon that was both high and 
politically silly. 

The President’s labor adviser, 
John R. Steelman, has been no 
help politically, as he is not popu- 
lar with any faction except pos- 
sibly John L. Lewis. Steelman 
apparently prefers to detach him- 
self from the campaign, as he 
told one labor leader he was 
“ne .tral” in politics. 

Calls in Old Friend. 

Lately, the President has drawn 
into his circle an old labor-wise 
friend, Max Lowenthal, formerly 
counsel to the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee of which 
Truman was once a member. 
Lowenthal has no staff position 
or salary but has the use of a 
White House telephone and office.

Two Czechs and three Hunga-

“But six Czech athletes who 
came here for the Olympic games 
definitely have decided against 
returning,” a committee spokes- 
man said.

Two Czechs already have ap- 
plied for permission to remain in 
England. The others are expected 
to apply soon. 

The Hungarian Olympic com- 
mittee admitted that two Hun- 
garian swimmers, Oszkar Csuvik, 
23 years old, and Elmer Szatmari, 
22, are staying in England with 
British permission. The Hungarian 
committee insisted that Csuvik 
and Szatmari were not political 
refugees, but only “two adven- 
turous young men” who want to 
make their living as professional 
swimmers. 

“In Hungary there is no possi-

The ugly fact is that 
Madison and St. Clair have been among the most 
notorious of all. Anyone who drives in the vicin- 
ity of Cairo can see that Alexander and Pulaski 
counties have their big gambling casinos. 

One way to get an idea as to what sums are 


involved and how much State officials may bc . 


taking is through a view of the slot machine 
racket alone. There were at least 7498 of these 
“one-armed bandits” in the 76 counties of the 
Springfield federal taxing district last March. 

Since the Federal Government has nothing to 
do with the status of these machines but does 
levy a yearly tax of $100 per machine, it collects 
its tax and leaves it up to local officials to decide 
whether or not the slots operate. The muiti- 
plication is easy. The known machines in this 
one district alone brought the Federal Govern- 
ment three-quarters of a million dollars. 

If slot machines can pay taxes like that, how 
much do they pay the state and county officials 
who permit them to operate? The answer is as 
simple as the multiplication is easy. They pay 
plenty for the protection. which they get. 

No statute of limitations applies here. These 
are not violations which go back four years or 
more. These are current payments. They in- 
volve the State Government at Springfield as it 
exists at this moment, They involve the admin-. 
istration of Dwight H. Green. They concern the 
prosecuting system of Illinois. They concern tie 
county prosecutors and the chief prosecutor for 
the people of Illinois, Attorney General George 
F. Barrett. 

Why is Gov. Green silent through all these dis- 
closures? Is it because he is the chief benefici- 
ary of syndicated gambling? Is it because the 
main gambling counties gave him the margin by 
which he was re-elected in 1940? 

Ts it because he knows that his 1940 majority 
of 256,000 was cut to 72,000 by the voters of IIli- 
nois in 1944? 

Is it because he knows full well that if these 
gambling areas had not delivered he would have 
been turned out of the Governor's office by .a 
sadly disillusioned electorate? 

Gov. Green tried to maintain silence on the 
Centralia coal disaster, notwithstanding the in- 
timate part of the Governor’s office in the pro- 
phetic correspondence with the 111 miners who 
lost their lives a few months later. He could not 
maintain that silence. In the end, he was forced 
by an outraged citizenry to fire the political 
State Director of Mines whom he himself had 
put in to make a political shakedown agency of 
the mine inspection staff. 

Does Dwight Green. think he can maintain 
silence in the face of disclosures that under his 
stewardship crooked funds are going to Spring- 
field and to representatives of state officials in 
Chicago? 

Does he think he can run for a third term in 
the state of Abraham Lincoln and never say a 
word about the one issue above all other state 
issues? 

If so, he needs to remember that Lincoln said: 
“You can’t fool all the people all the time.” 
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Korea's Part-Won Independence 

Inaugurating a republic Sunday, Korea cele- 
brated an independence which half its territory 
and 9,000,000 of its people have yet to win, They 
are under the sway of the Soviet Union on the 
northérn half of the peninsula. 

Gen. MacArthur's assertion, that the barrier 
halving a single and indivisible Korea ‘must and 
will be torn down,” was dramatic. It was not 
too meaningful in the absence of any statement 
by the General as to what was to be done to 
bring it about. 

The Korean republic can accomplish the re- 
unification of the country only by long and ar- 
duous.efforts. It confronts a Russian Communist 
puppet government, backed by 200,000 native 
troops, in the north. It is under severe economic 
handicaps, among the worst of which are lack 
of industrialization of the south, and the con- 
centration of electric power in the Communist- 
held north. The republic is constantly being 
menaced by Communist spies and saboteurs. 

Obviously, these are problems which a fledgling 
republic cannot solve without considerable as- 
sistance. That assistance should come through 
UN, but even so its source must largely be the 
United States. The national defense of a weak 


. new republic with hostile forces facing it across 


an imaginary line—the construction of an econ- 
omy anda political system by a people inexperi- 
enced and immature in both respects—these are 
aims which can be expressed in a moment’s ora- 
tory. 

To accomplish these aims will be the grinding, 
tiring, often discouraging work of years. 


Good Will Plus Caution 


The experience of the Emergency Planning 


Council of the Lutheran Church, Missouri Synod, | 


illustrates how German black markéteers— 
Grosschieber—are playing on American compas- 
sion to fatten their profits. The church has re- 
ceivéd thousands of begging letters from Ger- 
mans, letters telling of the most dire need and 
pleaded for gifts of food or clothing. Some of 
these, it turns out on investigation, come from 
racketeers who make small fortunes out of ship- 
ments obtained from the United States in this 
way. Other American institutions and indi- 
viduals have been imposed on in the same way. 


A natural but shortsighted reaction to such a é 
gyp is to refuse to be moved by pleas from’ \ 


abroad. But many of them are all too genuine. 


While there has been some improvement in the, 


food ration, Germany is by no means a land of 
milk and honey as yet. Unemployed women, 
children and those who are not entitled to the 
‘special workers’ rations often are in despera 


other social agencies which carefully screen the 
recipients. 

Individual American gifts of food to hard- 
pressed Europeans have become perhaps the 
greatest good-will gesture in all history. They 
should not stop because of the schemes of Ger- 
man racketeers. On the contrary, the benefac- 
tions should continue—with due precautions. 
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Don’t Count on Peron 

A protestation or two to the effect that Dic- 
tator Juan. Peron is not planning another term 
as president of Argentina are completely ex- 
ploded now that his followers are pushing an 
amendment to the country’s constitution—adopt- 
ed in 1853—-to permit him to succeed himself. 

His opponents in the Radical party have called 
for Peron’s impeachment instead. They have also 
demanded an investigation of charges that the 
Peron crowd is enriching itself through the mis- 
use of public funds. The Radicals’ chances, how- 
ever, are virtually nil. The call for a constitu- 
tional convention went through the lower house 
of the Argentine legislature, 96 to 33, and a big- 
ger margin seems assured in the upper house, 
almost completely under Peron’s domination. 

Other constitutional changes urged by Peron 
should reawaken the United States to this Fascist 
threat to democracy in the Western Hemisphere. 
He wants “control of the use and disposition of 
private property,” the right of the Government 
to engage in private business, and the power to 
levy a special tax on foreigners. Peron has not 
waited for such constitutional authority to turn 
the Argentine economy to his personal advan- 
tage. So it is easy to imagine that he would go 
to even greater lengths with the law behind him. 

How much longer can Washington permit its 
Ambassador, James Bruce, to call this man “a 
great leader” as he continues to suppress free 
speech and democratic organizations at home and 
spreads his influence throughout South Ameri- 
ca? What he has done to the press is well known. 
The Inter-American Association of Broadcasters 
even when meeting in Buenos Aires felt com- 
pelled to declare that “liberty of expression for 
radio does not exist in Argentina,” 

The State Department told the same story 
more than two years ago in its famous Blue Book. 
The Department, however, changed its attitude 
toward Peron—ostensibly because it needs every 
ally it can get in the cold war with Russia. But 
how much real help is-to be expe¢ted from a man 
who continues to make Argentina a happy haven 
for such notorious Fascists as members of the 
Mussolini family? 

While there is money in it for him, Peron ob- 
viously will make anti-Russian speeches for our 
benefit. But we can’t really count on him. Nor 
should we shut our eyes to his suppression of 
the most fundamental freedoms. 
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Building Code vs. Steel Houses 


New-type steel houses can be assembled from 
factory parts in several suburbs but not in St. 
Louis. The city building code bars them. This is 
unfortunate, for these houses both offer one ave- 
nue of relief from the housing shortage and take 
real strides toward mass production and lower 
prices. Mass production is gravely handicaped 
so long as local codes prevent standardization 
and cost-cutting. 

The Board of Building Appeals proposes to 
legalize the steel houses by rewriting the code 
minimums for roof trusses and wall studs. The 
Board of Aldermen should follow this technical 
advice, but it is surprising that aldermanic ac- 
tion is necessary. The 1945 building code is held 
up as a model of enlightened practice. As such, 
it should contain engineering performance stand- 
ards that would automatically legalize sound new 
structural materials and methods, avoiding the 
necessity for piecemeal amendment. Doesn't 
the difficulty with the steel houses disclose a 
shortcoming in this code? 
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Juggling the Budget 
President Truman predicts a federal deficit of 
nearly a billion and a half dollars for the current 
fiscal year. Not so, but ‘a surplus of over five 
billion dollars,” Chairman Millikin of the Senate 


Finance Committee retorts on behalf of the Re-, 


publican Congress. 

Neither estimate is reliable, for Senator Mil- 
likin’s is slanted to justify tax reduction and 
Mr. Truman’s to justify his vetoes of tax reduc- 
tion. On balance, however, Mr. Truman has 
much the better of the argument. 

Senator Bridges contends that the President’s 
estimate is “juggled.” It is a matter of record 
that Congress itself moved the accounting for 
three billion dollars of Marshall plan expense 
from the present fiscal year to the previous year. 
The purpose was to make it appear that taxes 
could be cut and still leave a surplus for ths 
year. Is this not the very juggling with which 
the G.O.P. charges the Truman Administration? 

Whether next June 30 finds the country with 
a deficit or a surplus, the economic situation 
would be better if Congress had not slashed 
taxes five billion dollars. Much larger payments 
could then be made on the quarter-trillion-dollar 
national debt, at the same time exercising a ma- 
terial restraint on inflation. 

The weakness of Congress’ position can be ex- 
posed hy a simple question. How many people 
in the middle and lower brackets would not leap 
at the chance to go back to the higher taxes and 
lower prices they paid before the Eightieth Con- 
gress came to their “relief?” 
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Is This a Good Thing? 


American exports to eastern Europe, which 
ran $26,000,000 a month in the first quarter of 
the year, dropped to $5,700,000 in May, including 
less than $50,000 to Russia. These new Com- 
merce Department figures suggest that the peo- 
ple who clamored against trading with the Soviet 
bloc are getting their way. They bear out the 
Washington Post’s wry remark that the commit- 
tee which deals with export licenses “seems to be 
made up of inverted Micawbers waiting for ap- 
plications from countries east of the Iron Cur- 
tain to turn down.” 

If this near-shutdown is a good thing, it was 
hard to see a few months ago and hard to see 
now. Goods with high military potential should 
naturally be embargoed, but commerce in other 
commodities yields mutual advantages which 
strengthen the motives for the peaceful settle- 
ments of Soviet-American differences. Further- 
more, Russia is an important source of chrome, 
manganese, platinum and other critical industrial 
commodities which this country must import. 

This looks like cutting off our nose to spite

One of today’s hugest world-wide swindles 


is preying on the venerable “hobby of kings 
and the king of hobbies,” stamp collecting. 
It ‘is the multi-million-dollar “Roosevelt 
Racket,” now practiced by nearly two 
dozen foreign governments and numbers 
of unscrupulous stamp dealers. Together 
they are. fleecing collectors by floating 
enormous quantities of printed paper os- 
tensibly in honor of our late, great Presi- 
dent but in reality only as bait for Ameri- 
can dollars. 


Take, for instance, 
eight recent, rain- 
bow-hued Hungarian 
stamps featuring a 
portrait of the Presi- 
dent and a red, white 
and blue United 
States flag. Quietly, 
without fanfare, they 
made their debut on 
the New York mart 
at $3.40 a set whole- 
sale. 5 

Like many of his 
colleagues, George 
Herzog, a prominent 
retailer, was puzzied. 
He had never heard 
of the stamps. Anxiously he cabled to Buda- 
pest, asking whether his quota was on the 
way. “If such stamps should ever appear 
I will send them to you at. once,” was the 
reply. “We at present in Hungary do not 
know anything about the existence of such 
stamps.”

Profits of Planned Scarcity 


Suddenly, one afternoon, the Budapest 
radio surprised the populace with the an- 
nouncement that a “Roosevelt Memorial 
Issue” would go on sale next morning. 
Lines formed promptly at city post offices 
but eager dealers and collectors alike found 
they were permitted only one set apiece. 


Probably no more than 500 sets were dis- 
posed of. Yet, according to insiders, some 
100,000 had been printed. What happened 
to the surplus? It is fairly certain that 
50,000 were shipped in advance to the 
United States for “sneak” sale and the 
balance held against future demand. 


It was quick in coming. The new stamps, 
conceded by many to be the most beauti- 
fully colored they had ever seen, were 
shortly vanishing from American dealers’ 
stocks with the swiftness of ceiling-priced 
four-door sedans, 


Perplexed philatelists soon began to sense 
a link between the new stamps and the fact 
that Hungary’s government is now Commu- 
nist-controlled. One stamp weekly charged: 
“The 50,000 sets sent to this country were 
sent with only one purpose, and that was 
to get United States dollars. ... These 
same dollars are to be used to promote 
Communist activities in the United States.” 


Afghanistan to Zanzibar | 


While the accusation can hardly be 
proved, it is a known fact that the Hun- 
garian Government stands in need of dol- 
lars. How many did its gigantic stamp 
fraud net? Judging from estimates, the 
total lies in the neighborhood of $500,000. 

Dozens of nations, from Afghanistan to 
Zanzibar, have long made a profitable prac-

one of the estimated 12,500,000 United States 
collectors spent only a dollar a year on his 
hobby, the total would be 25 times the 
gross from the Hungarian “Roosevelts.” 
Conjectures are that at least $45,000,000 a 
year goes for stamps of all kinds. 


Americans were shocked to read in their 
newspapers a few months ago that “en- 
thusiastic United Nations officials believe 
their organization could raise up to $5,000,- 
000 from an issue of its own postage 
stamps. The funds could be used, they 
hold, to ease the UN’s strained budget or 
to help pay for the permanent world capi- 
tal.” On a typical day, only 2000 outgoing 
letters are handled by UN postal authori- 
ties. Obviously, the main source of income 
would be collectors’ pockets. | 


Many Worthy Issues, Too 


Stamps have helped finance many re- 
spectable, worthy causes. A Belgian series 
of 13 years ago furnished -funds for 
Physicist. Auguste Piccard’s epoch-making 
balloon ascents into the stratosphere. A 
1925 Norwegian issue backed Amundsen’s 
attempted flight to the North Pole. 


Why, then, does the collector buy new, 
phony stamps at all? He is not so naive, 
nor so much of a sucker, as you may think. 
The vast majority of speculative new is- 
sues are far from worthless. Often they 
may increase many times in value in a 
few years. The reason is the supply, which 
countries planning a scoop keep low, 


The master philatelic manipulator of 
all time was N, F. Seebeck, a smart, for- 
ward-looking stamp speculator who had be- 
come secretary of the Hamilton Bank Note 
Co. Just before the turn of the century 
he obtained contracts from certain impov- 
erished Central and South American repub- 
lics to supply them with stamp-printing 
plates. His fee was extraordinarily low. 


The joker was that all unsold stamps— 
plus the plates—were to be returned to 
Seebeck, who amassed a fortune selling the 
“remainders” in wholesale lots to dealers. 
If he did not have enough of a particular 
issue in stock to fill his orders, he did not 
hesitate to reprint more. 


Seebeck’s example encouraged a flock of 
imitators. One of the most notorious is 
San Marino, a 38-square mile republic of 
14,500 inhabitants in the Italian Appenines. 
Another pint-sized territory long denounced 
for its philatelic offenses is the 370-acre 
Principality of Monaco, whose chief city 
is the gambling capital, Monte Carlo. 


Old Hoax Still Working 


Stamps sometimes have found their way 
into collectors’ albums from countries that 
never existed. In the late 1880s, in Hong 
Kong, there appeared a clever Frenchman 
named David de Mayrena, who advertised 
himself as “King of Sedang.” 


At length he bluffed even the French 
consul, who equipped him with florid cre- 
dentials for a “pilgrimage” to Paris, Once 
there, the “King” lived high for a while, 
then placed an order with a printer for a 
series of postage stamps for his “country.” 
They found a voracious market throughout 


Europe and the United States, and De 


Mayrena, wealthy overnight, now estab- 
lished himself in a style befitting his posi- 
tion as “King.” ‘ 

His fantastic hoax soon met an untimely 
end. Too greedy, he had neglected to pay 
the printer’s bill for the stamps: Locked 
in jail, he confessed. Yet even today stamps 
of mythical Sedang repose proudly in 
many a collection. 

The practice still goes’ on—with varia- 
tions.

Between Book Ends 
Prejudice and Pride 


AMERICANS FROM JAPAN, by Bradford Smith. (The 
s08) Lippincott Company, Philadelphia, 40? pgs., 


Louis Adamic, pamphleteer extraordinary, 
has climaxed a creative life in which he 
became best known as the great chronicler 
of the American immigrant, with a remark- 
able series of studies called “The Peoples 
of America,” with each book focussed on a 
different segment of our melting pot. New- 
est volume in this series is “Americans 
From Japan,” by novelist Bradford Smith. 
Previously published were: “Americans 
From Holland,” by Arnold Mulder, and 
“Americans From Hungary,” by Emil 
Lengyel. Future volumes by Carey McWil- 
liams, D’Arcy McNickle, Adolph Burnett 
Nemson and Naboth Hedin, J. Saunders 
Redding, Leola Nelson Bergman, and Shae- 
mas O’Sheel, will respectively take up Mex- 
icans, American Indians, Swedes, Negroes, 
Norwegians and Irish-American groups. 

Unlike so many series in which each hook 
gets progressively weaker, the splendidlv- 
conceived “Peoples of America” series is 
gaining strength with each volume. The 
meticulous editorial hand of Adamic shows 
throughout, and the slowness with which 
the volumes are appearing is another in- 
dication of the care and seriousness of bcth 
author and editor. 

It would seem illogical ordinarilyin such 
a series to assign a natlonality’s story to 
someone from another race, but while Brad- 
ford Smith is not Japanese himself, he is a 
happy choice, for he is one of those rare 
scholars capable of fixing himself on a 
strange nationality field and becoming as 
expert as the best scholars on that race. 

Like other Oriental peoples, the Japanese 
were first brought to America as cheap la- 
bor. Consequently, 
they-occupied a de- 
spised position in so- 
ciety from the bezin- 
ning. The American- 
Japanese has just 
gone through his 
greatest trial—World 
War II—when the 
full force of his 
homeland was loosed 
against the United 
States, and “Jap 
hatred” became a 
dominant theme in 
American life. The 
Bradford Smith sages caricature of 

e Japanese face 
that was prime war propaganda was also 
a dagger driven into the pride of the “Issei.” 
“Nisei,” “Sansei”—first, second and third 
generation American-Japanese. And tha 
hurt was deepened by the relocation of 
all west coast Japanese in semiconcentra- 
tion camps in the interior and the confis- 
cation or resale at fantastically low prices 
of their properties and holdings. 

For while it was the loyalty of these 
Japanese-Americans that was in question, 
few of the 127,000 Japanese-Americang were 
disloyal, and in the armed services, Nisei 
units were among the most often decorated 
for heroism. : 

Running ominously through the entire 
Bradford history of the American-Japanese 
is prejudice, and the obvious way in which 
it functions to benefit economic pressure 
groups like the reactionary Associated 
Farmers of California. 

Thoughtful, concise, and written with a 
good grasp of the materials, this book is 
an invaluable addition to any library whose 
owner believes in America. The series it- 
self, “The Peoples of America,” is far and 
away the best single continuing series of 
its kind being published in the United 
States today.

GAS UNION SUES 


10 STOP NLRB 
VOTE IN COUNTY 


Alleges Proposed Vote 
‘Was Ordered Before 
Disposition of Prefer- 
ence Petition. 


The labor digpute involving em- 
ployes of the St. Louis county di 
vision of Laclede Gas Light Co., 
which caused a two-day unauthor- 
ized strike last week, got into 
United States District -Court to- 
day with the filing of a suit. by 
an AFL union to enjoin a Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board election 
set for Aug. 31. 

Local 2 of the AFL Operating 
EXmMgineers’ Union, which filed the 
suit, alleged the proposed election 
was illegal in having been ordered 
before disposition by the board of 
a petition filed by Local 2, which 
would permit employes of various 
unions involved to express a pref- 
erence as to bargaining agencies. 

Because of the numerical su- 
periority of city workers, who are. 
members of the CIO United Gas, 
Coke & Chemical Workers, the 
election if held will force members 
of Local 2 to accept the CIO union 
as their bargaining agent, the pe- 
tition said. 


Named as defendants were the 
gas company, the labor board, the 
CIO Local 6 and Local 148 of the 
AFL engineers’ union, which 
represents the county workers. 

Harry F. Kline, financial secre- 
tary of Local 2, which has a mem- 
bership of more than 1200 sta- 
tionary engineers, said the suit 
was filed to protect the interests 
of nine members who are subject 
to ultimate absorption by the CIO 
if that union should win in the 
election. The CIO local has about 
800 members, AFL Local 148 only 
about. 300. 

The petition asked for a re- 
‘straining order and preliminary 
\injunction against the election and 
‘asked that all defendants be re- 


__ | strained from participating in any 


election pending disposition of 
Local 2’s petition before the board. 
| Asking also that the injunction 
be made permanent, the local pro- 
posed that current working agree- 
ments be continued in effect until 
disposition of the case. 

After filing the suit, attorneys 
for the complaining union then 
conferred with United States Dis- 
trict Judge Roy W. Harper in his 
chambers on their plea for a tem- 
porary order. 

Last week’s strike, which threat- 
ened a gas shortage for 300,000 
county residents, ended after the 
workers met Wednesday night 
and heard pleas by union leaders. 
The dispute originated foliowing 
purchase by Laclede, which em- 
ployes CIO workers, of the St. 
Louis County Gas Co., whose em- 
ployes were represented py AFL 
Local 148. 


It was learned today that the 
St. Louis County League of Mu- 
nicipalities sent a letter to NLRB 
last May, urging the board to sup- 
port the position of Local 148, on 
the ground Laclede officials had 
asserted before it took over the 
county firm that it would assume 
that firm’s various obligations. 
Local 148 contends its old con- 
tract with the county company 
constitutes one of the obligations.

farm prices and industrial prices 
moved up more or less together. 
And they came down more or 
less together with farm prices - 
in the lead. This time farm 
prices have gone up much 
faster and farther than indus- 
trial prices. So a sympathetic 
drop all along the line is not in- 
evitable. Moreover, today farm 
income is so high that a read- 
justment in prices would not 
undermine the financial stability 
of the agricultural areas. And, 
most emphatically, it would be 

a timely restoration of purchas- 
ing power—of real income—to 
the urban worker. 

The issue—the trend of business 
—turns not on prices, but on fhe 
continuous demand for durable 
goods. Will manufacturers who 
want machinery, will railroads 
who need equipment continue buy- 
ing in the face, say, of a price 
drop? And will ultimate con- 
sumers persist in purchasing tele- 
vision sets and automobiles and 
new homes? What happens later 
this fall in passenger cars, when 
the summer rush to get them is 
over, will afford a clue.

Editor 
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Veteran Jack Lait, Substituting for Winchell, Long Star in Own Right

T was a busy week for “the 
| Old Man.” For Jack Lait, bald- 

ing, square-jawed $50,000-a-year 
editor of New York’s tabloid Daily 
Mirror, it was even more hustle- 
bustle than usual. 

Lait is a Manhattan phenome- 
non: an editor who edits. Seven 
days a week, he scans and scours 
every Mirror word before it is 
printed. He rewrites many 
them and, besides this, pounds out 
a weekly column and _ many edi- 
torials. 

But in this hectic, harried week 
he also: (1) was _ pinch-hit-col- 
umning to replace vacationing 
Walter Winchell: (2) had just pub- 
lished his seventeenth book, “New 
York Confidential,” co-authored 
with Lee Mortimer; (3) was repre- 
sented in the new anthology “Star 
Reporters,” and (4) was beaver- 
busily penning his eighteenth 
book. 

That their hard-hitting, hard- 
working editor was himself a star 

eporter—perhaps one of the 
greats of our time—before some 
of them were born, probably is 
partly responsible for the awe in 
which Mirror men hold him. 

But chiefly it is his zeal and 
zest and his razzmatazz style, as 
strong and as fresh as when he 
started in the business in 1903, 
that set him apart. 

Jack Lait, 65 now, a taciturn, 
tireless, hulking man, formidable 
in outsized glasses, began as a pic- 
ture-chaser on the old American in 
Chicago when in that yet fron- 
tierish town men were men “and 
reporters still insisted a telephone 
was no substitute for legs and 
guts. 

Born in New York but reared in 
Chicago, he was journalistically 
weaned in Chicago in the heyday 
of gangland. 

Chicago reporters then were 
jacks-of-all-beats. Lait remembers 
a point at which his daily chore 
was covering county courts, jail, 
city water works, Catholic diocese, 
a couple of hospitals and the Chi- 
cago Cubs, 

Three months after joining 
Hearst’s American, the young 
newscub got the kind of break 
that few, outside the films, ever 
get: an assignment to track down 
and expose vote fraud in the city’s 
shabby, shady Eighteenth Ward. 

Unshaven and overalled, he spent 
three days bumming there. Finally 
he was offered, and paid, 50 cents 
a vote to vote over and over. His 
stories sent a half-dozen toprank 
politicians to jail. 

Soon he knew everyone in 
Chicago, cops and robbers, pan- 
derers and socialites, worth know- 
ing. This mindfull/ of people

WORDS TO WATCH. 


HERE is no “eye” in anti-; 
T that is, there shouldn’t be. But 

broadcasters continue to speak 
of “ant-eye-aircraft guns, ant-eye- 
Truman forces, ant-eye-Commu- 
nist movements,” etc,. The “i” of 
anti- should have the short sound 
as in “tip,” or the long “e” sound: 
AN-ti; or: AN-tee. 


Oh, newsmen, commentators, 
And broadcastess, dilettante: 

There is no “eye” in semi-, 
Demi-, multi-, nor in anti-. 


Overheard in a doctor’s recep- 
tion room: “The doctor says that 
athlete's foot and ringworm are 
caused by two kinds of FUNG- 
guy.” The word used is fungi, 
the plural of fungus, Now fungus 
and fungi are most peculiar words, 
for they are not pronounced any- 
thing alike. Fungus, of course, is: 
FUNG-guss. But in the plural 
fungi, the second syllable is ex- 
actly like the “ji” of “jibe.” Let’s 
show the second syllable as “jy” 
to rhyme with “by, my,” thus: 
FUN-jy. : 

Watch the word attache, “one 
attached to an official staff.” Do 
not say “uh-TATCH-ee.” Attache 
is a French loan word, and the 
Standard American pronunciation 
is similar to the French. Better 
say: at-uh-SHAY. (The. British 
say “uh-TASH-ay,” but it is not 
gocd usage in the United States.) 

Heard at a luncheon club: “We 
want everybody to come, for it 
promises to be a GAlruh occa- 
sion.” The word used is gala, “fes- 
tive; joyous; showy.” In best us- 
age, the first “a” is long, as in 
“ray.” Better say: Gay-luh. (The 
British pronunciation “GAH-luh” 
has no sanction in American 
usage.) 

Public speakers should watch 
the. tendency to telescope such 
three-syllable words as annual 
(“AN-yull”), history (“HISS-tree”), 
battery (“BAT-tree”), ete. The 
words should have three syllables, 
thus: AN-yoo-ull; HISS-tuh-ree; 
BAT-er-ee.

Toasted Pears 


Six large fresh pears, 3 tbsps.

luggage.” And “rumble-tumble” in 
connection with baggage attached 
behind a conveyance needs no ex- 
planation! By 1817, Keatinge, 
writing about his “Travels,” made 
this allusion: 

“The important point where the 
dicky or the rumble-tumble were 
the most honorable place.” 

And in Dickens’s day the rumble 
was taken for granted as the seat 
for servants, located behind the 
body of the carriage. In Dickens 
we find: “Kit, well wrapped, was 
in the rumble behind.”

| It's What You Do With the Land You 
Have That Counts, Says Wade Tucker

MATTHEWS, Mo., Aug. 16. 


ADE TUCKER, the stormy 

petrel of Southeast Missouri, 

who never knows when he is 
licked, has come out on top again, 
this time as a one-acre farmer. 
On a patch that used to be a 
school yard, with soil packed hard 
by children’s feet, in this cotton 
and corn country where most 
farmers run into the thousands of 
acres, he has found again the 
good living that he lost when he 
crusaded against the ginners and 
ended up with what he calls “a 
belly full of lead.” 


For five years Wade Tucker has 
been demonstrating on his tiny 
farm near here what a man with 
a stout heart and willing hands 
can do if he loves the soil and 
wants to be worthy of its gifts. 
Surrounded by great estates he 
holds his own and asks no odds, 
an example to men of small re- 
sources in a region of vast enter- 
prises, or anywhere else. His 
Plants and fruits are famous. 
Folks who speed over Highway 61, 
six miles south of Sikeston, say 
“That's Wade Tucker’s place,” 
and slow up for another look be- 
cause it is one of the showplaces 
of Southeast Missouri. 

Strangely, the man who grows 
better fruits than most, and some 
that nobody believed could be 
grown in this latitude, got his 
start in life by running away from 
home in Idaho to keep from picking 
prunes in his father’s orchard. In 
time he found his way to South- 
east Missouri and, with a liking 
for life in the rough, located in 
1909 in Nigger Wolf Swamp near 
Kewanee, where the wolves came 
at night to fight the dogs and 
carry off the little pigs, and where 
the inhabitants of the then un- 
drained swamp lands were mostly 
hunters and trappers. 


He had great strength and some 
of his feats gave him a Paul Bun- 
yan rating that carried over into a 
later period when, out of. sheer 
exuberance, he turned into a 
wrestler and took on the best of 
them as they came. 

After five years of logging and 
swamp clearing Tucker became 
a tenant farmer in the reclaimed 
region, raising corn and wheat 
on 700 acres in 1917 and 1918 
with power supplied by 20 mules. 
But drouth and falling prices 
came in 1918, and he went broke. 
Even then he had a feeling that 
there was promise in truck farm- 
ing for a man with small means. 
Out of the wreck of his large- 
scale farming he saved enough to 


begin again on a two-mule scale 
and in two years he paid off debts 
of $4000. 

The county needed a sheriff to 
enforce the laws. Tucker thought 
he was cut out for that. The 
voters thought so too. Over the 
opposition of the dominant Hunter 
faction he was elected, defeating 
the Hunters for the first time, 
running up an advantage of 126 


votes in their home town, New . 


Madrid. He served four years and 


showed that he was honest by 
coming out of office as poor 
as when he went in; contrary to 
= precedents and prognostica- 
ions. 


In 1934 Tucker took aagother try 
at farming cotton and soybeans 
and operating a commercial com- 
bine only to discover that cotton 
growing on a comparatively small 
scale was a losing venture be- 


cause tenant farmers and share- 


croppers were skinned by the gin- 
ners, most of them big operators. 
He started a fight that resulted 
in a substantial reduction in gin- 
ning charges and correction of 
practices inimical to the small 
growers, but when the fight was 
at its height, after he had made 
a speech at the village of Peach 
Orchard, he was shot down and 
sent to a Poplar Bluff hospital 
in a critical condition. Only his 
rugged constitution enabled him 
to survive after two major opera- 
tions and a spell of pneumonia. 


During: his crusade and the 49 
days that he was at the hospital 
the derendence of his wife and 
daughter had been upon his half- 
acre garden at Champion and the 
sale of chickens and eggs. Out of 
the hospital, recuperating, he 
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tended the garden with a devo- 
tion that was part desperation be- 
cause it was all that stood between 
his family and want, and by in- 
tensive methods achieved remark- 
able results.

HEN he had fully recovered 
W he was given a job with the 

Farm Security Administra- 
tion to teach the share-croppers 
how to raise food for their fdm- 
ilies. He might have continued 
at that, but when his home was 
destroyed by fire, with all its con- 
tents, he had to look about for 
another home and a way of begin- 
ning over again. 

Out on the highway was the 
Canoy district school house, va- 
cant because the school had been 
consolidated with others at a cen- 
tral location. The building, with 
its acre of schoolyard, was for 
sale. Tucker bought it, remodeled 
it and set himself up as a one- 
acre farmer. The neighbors said it 
couldn’t be done. On that school- 
yard soil he couldn’t raise a thing. 
But Tucker said that over at 
Champion he had had only half 
an acre and had managed to make 
a living on it. The schoolyard land 
was poor, he had to admit that, 
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- Perhaps they would need a lot of

but he went to work with fertilizer 
and irrigation and made it over 
into good land. 

First off, he planted the front 
yard with fruit trees and while 
waiting for them to come into 
bearing he planted, as a money 
crop, 750 tomato plants among 
them. Those tomato plants the 
first two years paid better than 
a dollar a plant each year, After 
that, with the fruit trees getting 
larger, he stopped growing toma- 
toes among them and went into 
the raising of trees, shrubs and 
plants as nursery stock. . 

There on the one-acre farm 
were the leading varieties of 
peach trees, pecans, plums, pears, 
apricots. and, on a venture, nec- 
tarines. It was a venture because 
nectarines had never been grown 
in this part of the country and it 
was not supposed to be possible to 
raise them. Tucker, though, 
thought differently. Hadn’t he 
raised boysenberries in his garden 
at Champion when everybody said 
it couldn’t be done? In his new 
nursery he was going to grow 
everything that could be grown 
in this part of the country and 
some things that couldn’t, and 
nectarines would be one of them. 


care but he was there to give 
them just that. So the nectarines 
grew and bore abundantly and 
many came to marvel because the 
man had done something that 
couldn’t be done. 
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OW it has come to pass that 

Tucker, a little too crowded on 

his one-acre farm, has found it 
necessary to expand his borders 
with an added acre. As for that, 
he wouldn’t insist in principle on 
a one-acre farm. With him it just 
happened that way. The one acre 
was all that he could get at the 
time. What he does insist on is 
that any man who is willing to 
work’ can take a few acres in 
Southeast Missouri and make a 
living on it. Why in Southeast 
Missouri? Well, most soil in this 
region is rich and for a truck 
crop the season is two or three 
weeks ahead of the season around 
St. Louis, and besides, there are 
good markets in the important 
towns of the area, If the land 
is farmed instead of “mined,” re- 
stored by rotation and other 
means, he thinks Southeast Mis- 
souri could be maintained as the 
best agricultural area in the coun- 
try. 

This could be developed into a 
great peach country, Tucker says, 
and he has authority for saying 
it, for one of his neighbors plant- 
ed five acres of peach trees and 
took from his orchard more profit 
than from the rest of his 180-acre 
farm. Acre for acre, he says, 
peaches would cost less than cot- 
ton, and return three or four 
times as much. Then, too, peaches 
are ready to pick at a time when 
there is plenty of labor, an im- 
portant consideration in this cot- 
ton country where at planting. 
chopping and picking seasons 
there is always a shortage of 
labor. 

Standing among his rose 
bushes with their hundreds of 
blooms, Wade Tucker says South- 
east Missouri is a wonderful 
place for the growing of flowers, 
and Mrs. Tucker says yes, it is a 
great place for flowers, and she 
speaks with authority, for it is 
she who raises the flowers on the 
one-acre farm.

Household Adhesives.

Stick-Um People” and here are a 
few things you should know about 
new: and old adhesives. 


Animal glue has long been a 


stand-by for making a _ strong 
wood joint. It’s still good, makes 
a strong joint but is not moisture- 
proof and therefore can’t be used 
for outside work. It comes in a 
liquid form ready to use. 


Casein’glues are very strong for 
wood joints and while they should 
not be used on work that is going 
to get wet they do withstand 
moisture better than the animal 
type glues. These come in pow- 
der form and are mixed with 
water before use. If you want a 
waterproof wood glue then some- 
thing called resocinol is what you 
should ask for. This type of glue 
can be used for outdoor gluing 
jobs and even on boats. So much 
for wood glues. ° 

Among the various adhesives 
that can be used on glass, tile 
metal, concrete and what-not are 
the rubber base adhesives. These 
make a very strong joint and can 
be used on almost everything ex- 
cept wood. Cellulose adhesives 
are good for all sorts of light 
sticking jobs but they dry very 
fast and therefore can’t be used 
on large areas.

Low Discard Patterns. 


HE low discard pattern is not 

a particularly common one. 

However it is extremely im- 
portant to know how to play such 
hands as they are nearly always 
“swing” hands. In other words, 
one lucky draw or one ftinfortu- 
nate discard will mean the differ- 
ence between a large loss and a 
large profit. 

Due to these large gains and 
losses the low discard pattern 
hand is always an important one 
and I intend to. devote a few 
articles to discussing the develop- 
ment of such hands before I get 
around to the actual play. 

One player must. start the pat- 
eern by throwing the first low 
card. Now it is up to the other 
Player to decide to continue by 
throwing a low card himself, At 
this point the pattern is well 
started but it may not continue. 
If a couple of high cards of dif- 
ferent rank get in the discard pile, 
the chances are that further low 
card discards will stop immedi- 
ately. 

The preceding does not mean 
that no high cards will be thrown 
during the development of a low 
card pattern. Frequently all the 
kings will appear in the discard 
Pile. Sometimes the kings and 
queens will get into it. On other 
occasions some high cards will be 
discarded and picked up where- 
upon the players will go back to 
throwing low cards again.

The bad—but not extraordinary 
—break in the diamond suit made 
the contract impossible of fulfill- 
ment. 

In view of the overwhelming 
strength held by North and South, 
and in further view of North’s 
fair fit in both of South’s suits, 
it was eminently proper for the 
partnership to reach the grand- 
slam level. It was not nearly so 
logical, however, that seven dia- 
monds should be selected as the 
final contract. 

It must be granted that from 
South’s point of view it seemed 
desirable, if a grand slam were to 
be bid, that it be bid at a suit 
rather than at no-trump. This, 
however, was a superficial analy- 
sis. Obviously, South would not 
have bid any grand slam if he 
had felt that the king of either 
diamonds or spades would be lack- 
ing in the combined hands; thus, 
he must have felt (logically) that 
North would supply both of those 
vital cards. Well, in that case, 
seven no-trump would almost 
surely be as safe as seven in a 
suit, and it would have a far 
greater flexibility, since it could 
not fail merely because elther suit 
had a “hole” in it. 

Observe that at seven no-trump 
North would have been on solid 
ground even if East did not lead 
a club up to the A-Q. West would 
get squeezed immediately on the 
run of spades and would have 
to give up either his heart or hiz 
diamond stopper.
